or lose by that catastrophe ? Now-a-days no na- 
tions arc Isolated. If politically Independent, 
still we are bound together by commercial tics ; 
we exchange fabrics nud product* with each 
other. Foreign capital la hivo&tud hur- ' 
public improvements, and our GovniiMont se- 
curities. We ar<fc both dobtr>r« ami credilors of 
tho trans-Atlantic nations. With England our 
relations are most intimate, us she is the work- 
shop of the old world, anil the chief maritime 
power of the ocean. With Germany we have 
more to do as a government than with France,' 
as her people havo invested largely in the bonds 
of Hie United States. Should war occur, they 
might throw them upon the market, in order to 
realize and nse their resources for home loans or 
resources. Or, on the other hand, foreign cap- 
ital, BC.nsHlTC anrt alarmed at the financial convul" 
dion or stringency which follows In the wake of 
war, might seek a safer and less hazardous secur- 
ity with us. Certainly, a foreign war would en- 
hance In a large measure tho export demand for 
our breadstuff:! and provisions, ordnance, Iron- 
clads, perhaps, and military and naval supplies 
and equipments.
